Applicants request a one-month extension of time to respond to the restriction 
requirement of May 27, 2009. The Office is authorized to charge any required fee, or 
credit any over-payment, to Deposit Account No. 13-2490. 

The Office has required restriction between Group I, claims 1-17, 26, 27 and 37; 
Group II, claims 18-25; and Group III, claim 28-36. Applicants elect Group I, claims 1- 
17, 26, 27 and 37, without traverse. 

With respect to the election of species requirements, applicants elect for 
prosecution on the merits the species comprising an antibody Fab fragment that is 
modified with a PEG effector molecule, has a light chain constant region having at least 
90% identity or similarity to the sequence of SEQ ID NO:2, and wherein the interchain 
cysteine is at position 127 of the heavy chain. Claims that read on this species include 
claims 1, 2, 4, 8, 9, 10, 12-17, 26 and 27. 



Claims 3, 5-7, 11, 18-25, and 28-36 are withdrawn from consideration at this 
time without prejudice, subject to the rules regarding rejoinder at the appropriate time. 



It is respectfully requested that examination proceed on the merits.
